(7:55 p. m., Thursday, central stand- 
_ard time). 

Before the plane and its four oc- 
cupants lay 1,795 miles of south Pa-

Sands Are Firm. 
The Southern Cross took to the air 


with the outgoing tide, thus gaining | 


longer run along the sands which, 
g temporarily cleared of water, were 
hard and firm. After gaining altitude 
slowly, the plane's nose was puinted 


toward its pilot’s native land. 

Kingsford-Smith and his Australian 
co-pilot, Charles T, P. Ulm, were in 
high spirits at the takeoff, as were 
their American companions, a 
Lyon, navigator, and James Warner 
radio oper: itor. 

Warner was still chuckling over 
an experience of last night when re- 
tiring to a native village after the 
departure of the Southern Cross bad 
been post poned because of difficulties 
jn getting fuel aboard. He eaused a 
sensation by rigging up a radio set 
with a loud speaker, 

Natives Are Amazed. 

A station in Washington, D. C., 
furnished the entertainment. The 
islanders stood about in amazement 
at the strange machine the white man 
had introduced. 

While Kingsford- Smith, before the 
departure, was reticent about discuss- 
ing plans fo. his future after he 
yeaches Australia, it was understood 
that he hoped to continue on with the 
Southern Cross for a round-the-world 
flight. 

It was just a week ago that the 
fliers left Oakland, Calif., and arrival 
jn Australia will give them a record 
of 7,501 miles with stops only in Ha- 
waii and the Fijis. 

A great crowd of kinky-haired na- 
tives, as well as almost the entire 
foreign population of Suva, saw the 
heavy plane rise into the air and 
eircle over the sea. 

Delayed 24 Hours, 

The fliers had been delayed 24 
hours beyond the time they had hoped 
to leave Suva. Delay in getting gaso- 
line aboard had prevented the ‘South- 
ern Cross from leaving yesterday, 
when the plane was flown to the beach 
from Suva, a distance of 10 miles.

Contests Settled. 

“The newspapers announce _ that 
these contests have been settled. 
Everybody knows how’ they were 


started, how they were continued, why 
they were started, and something 
about the cost of it. 

“They have been handled and dealt 
in just like the merchant sells his 
goods across the counter, They come 
from a section where everybody knows 
there is no possibility of a republican 
presidential elector being elected, and 
yet, from these southern states there 
come delegates enough to hold the 
balance of power and nominate a pres- 
ident of the United States. 

“The machinery there, 
knows, is illegal, corrupt 
graceful,’ Norris continued. 

Dominating Factor. 

“It is common knowledge that the 
delegates from the solid south, as a 
rule, have a republican organization 
only for the purpose of trafficking in 
government offices and in cold cash, 
but yet they are often the dominat- 
ing influence in selecting a candidate 
for the republicans of the balance of 
the country, 

“After these disgraceful and repre- 
hensible methods have been success- 
ful and the man named, the balance 
of republicans over the nation must 
furnish the votes and the sinews of 


everybody

duce republicans to ‘vote’er straight, 
yellow dog and all.’’ 

Norris, although classified as a re- 
publican, has been the leader in the 
senate independent bloc. He has been

New Court Fight May Give 


JURY TRIAL IN CLUB CASE MAY RESULT 


Women Freedom of Speech 


Partisans in the legal combat for 
control of the Atlanta Woman’s club, 
heretofore gagged from vocal partici- 
pation by traditional court procedure, 
may win freedom of speech before a 
jury in the near future. 

This development was brought to 
light Thursday night when opposing 
counsel stated that quo warranto pro- 
ceedings, when an issue of fact is 
raised, call for a jury trial in open 
court. 

Action of this nature now is pend- 
ing against Mrs. Charles Goodman, as 
president, brought by supporters of 
Mrs. John R. Hornady’s claims to 
that post. Judge John D. Humphries 
has set the hearing on the petition 
for 9:30 o'clock Tuesday morning. 

Two legal steps, however, are ex- 
pected before a jury trial is possible. 
It is understood that counsel for Mrs. 
Goodman will ask the court to nullify 
action of the Hornady forces’ on 
grounds of “legal insufficiency’’ and 
if this request should be denied will 
ask that the quo warranto proceedings 
be quashed in view of the fact that 
the dispute is still pending in court 
under another legal form. 

Judge Humphries first ordered and 
later made permanent an injunction 
prohibiting the Hornady faction from 
interfering with the Goodman presi- 
dential regime. His finding in the 
case, after hearing the Goodman in- 
junction plea, was handed down last 
Saturday. 

Friends of Mrs. Hornady will dis- 
cuss legal features of the case with 


their attorneys at 3 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon at a tea at the D. A. R. chap- 
ter house on Fifteenth street. 

While a rival contender is in full 
sway at the club, as evinced by the 
replacement of the club’s resident 
hostess Thursday, the Hornady fol- 
lowers were unanimous in denial of a 
rumored exodus. 

The Goodman executive board ap- 
pointed Mrs. Ray S. Addis to succeed 
Mrs, T. FE. Simmons, hostess for nine 
vears. This action was indignantly 
denounced by the Hornady partisans. 

The rift between political factions, 
caused when the May 14 election 
meeting resulted in naming two pres- 
idents, has steadily widened since. 

At the Hornady meeting today the 
legal campaign will be mapped under 
direction of Attorney James A. 
Branch, of Branch & Howard, who 
has represented Hornady interests for 
several weeks.

In the opinion of white 
house and justice department officials 
the lack of ‘executive approval has 
automatically killed the bill. Sena- 
tor Norris, republican, -Nebraska, a 
co-author of the measure, on the other 
hand takes the position that the bill 
automatically became a law with the 
failure of Mr. Coolidge to sign it; 

Congress is not in adjournment, 
Senator Norris holds, and he believes 
that thus by constitutional provision 
the measure is placed on the statute 
books. 

Under the constitution it is pro- 
vided that unless the president takes 
action within ten days on a measure 
sent to him it is a statute, and un- 


less “congress, by their adjournment, 
prevent its return in which case it 
shall not be a law.” ‘The Nebraska 
senator contends that congress is 
merely in recess. 

The Muscle Shoals measure would 
have called for the establishment of 
a $10,000,000 government  corpora- 
tion to operate the Muscle Shoals 
properties in Alabama.

Washington, June 7.—(?)—Destruce- 
tion of the great halibut fishing indus- 


try in the Pacific ocean, which pro- | 


duces 60 per cent of the world’s an- 
nual catch, was forecast today in a re- 
port of the international fisheries com- 
mission representing Canada and the 
United States to Secretary Kellogg, 
unless immediate action is taken to 
rehabilitate it. 

The commission recommended more 
stringent regulation of the halibut in- 
dustry, the establishment of large 
“closed nursery areas” for immature 
fish off British Columbia and south- 
eastern Alaska and further limitation 
of the fishing season. Both govern- 
ments were urged to take prompt ac- 
tion to prevent the destruction. 

The commission said that it regarded 
a general restriction of the fishery as 
indispensable for the rehabilitation of 
the fishing banks, and recommended 
that the limitation for all fishing be 
extended from November 1 to Feb- 
ruary 15.

PUINGARE EXTENDS 


TIAND TO GERMANY 


Paris, June 7.—(United News.)— 
Premier Raymond Poincare extended 
the hand of friendship to Germany 
today in an unusually’ significant 
statement. The gesture was made in 
the course of a ministerial declaration 
before the new chamber of deputies. 
In the same declaration he clearly but 
guardedly indicated he soon mtends to 
return the frane to a gold basis. 


The premier’s gesture of friendship 
was particularly interesting to stu- 
dents of European affairs who recalled 
it was Poincare who a few years ago 
led the movement in France which 
insisted upon heavy German repara- 
tions and continued French occupation 
of the Nuhr district. 

Discusses Program. 

Poincare today discussed che goy- 
ernment’s program, emphasized the 
heavy task before the new chamber, 
inherited from the ruins of war and 
the debacle of the france, and added: 

‘But enough of these sad recoilee- 
tions. We want to work for the 
good of-Europe, the good of humanity. 


The war is ended, We were victors 
but were crippled after the bloody con- 
flict. It is up to the victors to ex- 
tend a hand to the vanquished if the 
vanquished are ready to honestly ob- 
serve treaties; and the victors do not 
desire to continue forever the tragic 
recollection of hostilities. 
Completely Recover. 

“Also, it is the duty of all peo- 
ples, victors or vanquished, even neu- 
trals, to understand that none can 
completely recover if all do not aid 
each other in the progressive estab- 
lishment of an economic, intellectual 
and moral entente. 

“France has not allowed to escape 
any occasion te show she _ prefers 
arbitral solutions to foree, and also 
that she is ready for all rapprochie- 
ments, provided there are no ulterior 
motives for revision of treaties to 
prevent a return to _ friendly rela- 
tions.”
